A single paper towel 
threatened to flood 60 
Morris Meadow homes 
with raw sewage last 
week. 

The commercial-grade 
towel was blocking a 
pump at a nearby lift sta¬ 
tion, prompting a second 
pump to kick in and 
alarms to sound, alerting 
Public Works employees 
to trouble. 

“We were able lo quickly 
rectify the situation, but 
we can’t promise resi¬ 
dents will be as lucky if 
this happens again,” said 
Charlie MacDonald, man¬ 
ager of public works. 

“Please put commercial 
wipes and paper towels in 
the garbage and not in the 
town’s sewer system.” 

This is the 30th time an 
alarm has gone off at the 
Morris Meadows station 
in the last few months, 
signalling a pump failure. 

MacDonald said there 
are two pumps at the lift 
station and should the 
second kick in and be 
blocked by an additional 
paper towel, the main pipe 
could quickly back up 
with refuse. 

In other stations, like 
that in the south side, 
pumps are less likely to be 
blocked because of agita¬ 
tor support or a series of 
blades that minces any¬ 
thing flowing through the 
pipe. The Morris Meadow- 
station is small with too 
little power to support a 
chopper-system, which is 
why a single piece of 
towel can bring a pump to 
halt.

Didsbury heliport receives reprieve 

AHS continues to pass the buck

“All of the closures were voluntary,” said Andrea 
Rudniski, a Trans|>ort ('anada spokeswoman. 

She said her department checked five of the 
eight heliports between 2(XMi and 200(1, ail of 
which are certified and as such, require Transport 
Canada inspections. They found minor compli¬ 
ance issues with tile site's, but none were grounds 
for mandatory closure. 

Three of the other sites, including Didsbury, are 
not subject to Thms|>ort Canada ins|iections. 

The decision to temporarily shut down the land¬ 
ing pads, was the result of non-compliance reports 
done by a private aviat ion consultant in 2008. 

Alberta Health Services said the inspector 
found Didsbury had new buildings, like the 
Aspen Ridge I/xlge, too close to the pad for it to 
be a safe landing area. I laving buildings close to 
the pad, means Didsbury will not only have to 
change its status from a registered to a certified 
pad, but the landing area will have to be moved 
or rebuilt. 

Then* wen* also issues with lighting and ground 
slope. 

As the owner and operator of the helipads, the 
onus Ls on Allierta Health to fix any deficiencies 
associated w ith the landing pads. 

In this case, Alberta Health Services told 
Transport Canada it would fix the problems by 


.lime 30, 2009. 

“Tlie timeline was chosen by Allierta Health and 
we posed no objection because the deficiencies 
dill not pose an immediate threat to safety,” 
Rudniski said. 

When the medical superboard failed to meet 
their own deadline, they, not the federal govern¬ 
ment, decided to temporarily suspend services. 

“The eight helipads operated by Allierta Health 
Services were not in compliance and that Ls why 
they wen 1 shut down. They were deemed to lie 
safety issue,” said Rougeau. 

The superboard said it took some negotiations 
to assure Transport Canada there was no risk to 
reopening the facilities. 

Not so, said Transport Canada. 

“We did not negotiate with Alberta Health,” 
Rudniski said. 

She said they would not have followed up June 
30 to see if Alberta Health took corrective meas¬ 
ures. In fact. Transport Canada would likely not 
have followed up until the next inspection, three 
years from now. 

“It’s the typical he said, she said," said Wittal. 

“I am concerned about how this is playing out 
with Alberta Health Services pawning the respon¬ 
sibility off on someone else and playing the good 
guy w ith thi' extension,” he said. 


Hearing the Didsbury helipad will remain open, 
at least until fall, was good news to Mayor Brian 
Wittal. 

“It’s nice to know the pad won’t lie closed right 
away,“ he said. “We will be able to have more dis¬ 
cussions with Alberta Health going forward.” 

Alberta I lealth Services reopened eight helipads 
on July 8 because of an extension from the feder¬ 
al government to do needed repairs. The helicop¬ 
ter landing pails hail been suspended for a week 
and could still face closure, depending on the out¬ 
come of a provincewide transportation plan due 
this October 31. 

“We are thankful. This extension allows us the 
time to do this right, which includes consultation 
with the community and creating an understand¬ 
ing of this issue,” said Sheila Rougeau, a spokes- 
woman for Allierta I lealth Services. 

Transport Canada, which regulates helipads, 
denies any involvement in the closure or opening 
of the sites in Edmonton, Castor, Barrhead, 
Wainwright, Sundre, Didsbury, Consort and 
Wi'stlix'k. 

They also say the supertxiard did not nil'll an 
extension, since any deadline was self-imposed.

The 
horse ignored the com¬ 
mand, its mouth full of 
grass and weeds. 

Teena I losegood gent ly 
took the reins from her 
two-year-old son, Jaxson. 
“You’re all ready to go, 
aren't you?" She said, 
chuckling when he gave her 
a soft pout. “He looks a hit 
like John Wayne right now, 
doesn’t he?” Sunday morn¬ 
ing, Hosegood led her son 
into the hitching ring for 
the 47th annual horse show 
lead line. It was the hoy's 
second time riding in a 
show; his first being when 
he was 18 months old. 

Jaxson’s cousin, three- 
year-old J.R. Good followed 
close behind as the duo 
was brought into the 
Didsbury rodeo arena. It 


was Good’s second time in 
the saddle in a matter of 
months. 

“WTien we got the call 
asking if we wanted to join 
the lead line, I asked my 
son if he wanted to do it 
and he was really excited. 
The boys love being on 
horses,” said Bobbi-Gayle 
Good, JR’s mother. Four 
toddlers were led around 
the ring by their parents to 
be judged on poise, manner 
and proper position. They 
held the reins for the sake 
of appearance, but it was 
the handlers on the ground 
that controlled the animals. 
All of the youngsters were 
awarded with ribbons ;uul 
stickers for their turn about 
the arena. 

The horse show drew (55 
riders from Mountain View- 
County and Central 
Alberta, who showed off 
their equestrian skill and 
showmanship. 

Margaret Johnston, show- 
steward. said participation 
numbers were down this 
weekend from last year, 
when the event drew 100 
equestrians. 

“I am not sure if it’s 
because of the downturn in 
the economy or the entry 
fee,” she said. 

This year, Equine Canada 
hiked the status of the 


Didsbury event from a 
provincial show to a nation¬ 
al one :uid that means a 
higher entrance fee. Ken 
Anderson, president of the 
Didsbury Agriculture 
Society, said the event is 
also not drawing as much 
of a crowd as it did when 
the event first took place in 
1982. 

About 00 people turned 
up on Saturday and Sunday 
to sit in the arena bleach¬ 
ers, whereas 00 or 40 years 
ago, the arena was near to 
bursting with onlookers. 
“Years ago, this was all 
there was to do in town. 
Now there are other events 
or people want to take 
their RVs and go away for 
the weekend,” he said. 
There is little organizers 
can do to bring more peo¬ 
ple out to the event, he 
said. Unless people have a 
love of the sport, they 
won’t be interested in 
sticking around for the 
show. Low crowd and rider 
numbers doesn't mean the 
show- won’t go on. 
Johnston said the event 
will likely reach its 50 year 
mark. “Not many shows in 
Alberta have gone on, con¬ 
tinuously, for that long. It’s 
a feather in the cap of the 
community and the people 
involved in putting it on."

the community. 

Less than 24 hours after 
the RC'MP announced the 
release, Pratt’s permit 
was cancelled. No official 
reason was given by the 
Correctional Service of 
Canada. 

This August, at age 54, 
Pratt is being considered 
for full parole. The 
National Parole Board 
says he has been mentally 
stable for the last five 
years and hasn’t had any 


incidents during his four 
six-month day parole 
stints. Their hope with lif¬ 
ers, like Pratt, is that they 
be slowly integrated into 
society to become law- 
abiding citizens. 

If he is granted full 
parole, the plan is for 
Pratt to move into a bed 
at a Canadian Mental 
Health Association facili¬ 
ty. Eventually, Pratt will 
move into self-sufficient 
accommodation.

High-speed train 
an interesting offer

As fast as it came, it was gone. 

Only one day after a report on the fea¬ 
sibility of constructing a high-speed 
train between Calgary iukI Edmonton 
was released on July 6, the Stelmaeh 
government was quick to offer several 
reasons not to go ahead with such a 
proposal. 

"At this time, when we're a little short of cash, show me the 
money. That's what I would have to say because we've got a 
lot of other needs that will have to come first," said Finance 
Minister Iris Evans. 

Lloyd Snelgrove, Treasury Board president, said money 
would be Ix'tler s|>ent improving existing rail transit in lx>th 
mqjor cities. 

Premier Ed Stelmaeh has l>een quite mum on the subject, 
but told reporters that there’s lots of work to be done before 
construction would begin, if it ever does. 

The report pegged the cost of building such a train between 
$3 billion and $20 billion depending on the type of train built : 
diesel eclectic, jet, electric, overhead electric and magnetic 
levitation. On the low end of the spectrum is the diesel train 
that can reach speeds of 200 km/h, while at the other end is 
the magnetic train that can hit a blistering speed of 500 km/h. 

There’s actually a magnetic train in Japan that topped off 
with a speed of 581 km/h (test run). All in favour of travelling 
from Calgary to Edmonton in 20 minutes say aye! 

If constructed, stations could be built in five locations: Red 
Deer, downtown Calgary, Calgary airport, Edmonton airport 
and downtown Edmonton. 

The most recent numbers released by Statistics Canada 
indicate that Alberta’s corridor population is hovering around 
2.4 million, which comprises alxrut three quarters of the 
province’s population. 

I suppose it would lie foolish to condemn the government’s 
willingness to jump on board such an expensive project dur¬ 
ing a recession, but on the other hand, what better time to 
build such a massive project than the present? It’s estimated 
that as many as 7,162 permanent jobs would be created. 
Furthermore, the stations could contribute significantly to 
growth around train stations. This sounds like a good eco¬ 
nomic stimulator to me. 

Of course, what the debate really comes down to is 
whether or not such a mass transportation route would be 
used. The indication from the report is that many Albertans 
would use the train so long as it goes really fast. 

The common complaint is what happens to passengers 
when they reach their destination after paying between $56 
and $120 for a ticket one way? If they don’t have friends or 
family to pick them up then they’ll have to pay to hop on the 
train, taxi or has or jx>ssibly rent a car. After that much lias- 
sle there’s bound to be quite a few people who would rather 
just drive. This is assuming they’re also unhappy with the 
ticket price. 

The cost of such a project is certainly an eye-opener, but 
there’s no reason to think that such a monumental price 
could not be recovered eventually—given lots of time of 
course. 

Each year the population along the corridor increases by 
about three percent. In 2006 alone, 10 million passenger trips 
were made between the cities. Estimates predict that number 
could triple in the next 45 years. 

It’s hard to say no to such an idea when one considers that 
the corridor has more trips per capita than any other road in 
North America 

The Stelmaeh government seems quite content with 
improving rail transit in the cities in the short term, which is 
a much needed improvement no doubt, but all that does Is 
reinforce the idea that Alberta needs a more sustainable and 
effective mass transportation network. 

The concept of a high-speed rail along the corridor appears 
inevitable; it’s just a matter of how soon All>ertans want it. 
Let’s just hope dial by the time it’s built the average speed 
along tlx* QEI1 hasn’t climbed to the same speed as the train.

Illegal drug manufacturing 
affects everyone

Albertans 
want to see the 
growing tide of 
drug-fuelled 
organized crime 
in Canada 

fought with 
renewed vigor both to increase 
public safety and for the general 
good of all rural and urban commu¬ 
nities. 

According to the recently 
released United Nations Office on 
Drugs and Crimes World Drug 
Report 2009, Canada has become a 
major player in the manufacturing 
of hard synthetic drugs, particularly 
highly addictive methamphetamine. 

“Canada-based organized crime 
groups' participation in the 
methamphetamine trade has grown 
significantly over the past six 
years,” the report says. 

“Law enforcement intelligence 
notes that Asian organized crime 
and traditional outlaw motorcycle 
gangs operating in Canada had 
increased the amount of metham¬ 
phetamine they manufactured for 


export, primarily to the U.S." 

While it may be tempting to say 
that the hard drug problems in 
Canada are focused in the B.C. 
lower mainland and in the greater 
Toronto area, the fact is the illegal 
drug manufacturing business has 
made itself at home across Canada, 
including right here in West Central 
Alberta. 

Not so long ago one of the largest- 
ever Canadian methamphetamine 
drug labs was uncovered near 
Cremona thanks to a public tip. 
How many other similar labs are 
operating between Calgary and Red 
Deer today remains anyone’s guess 
- but to say they are not there 
would surely be naive. 

The United Nations has launched 
an awareness campaign in an 
attempt to raise awareness of the 
worldwide, and indeed the local, 
danger posed by illegal drugs. 

The campaign, titled “Do drugs 
control your life? Your life. Your 
community. No place for drugs", 
communicates that the destructive 
effects of illicit drugs should be a 
concern for everyone. 

Where in the past illegal hard 
drugs such as heroin had to be 


imported from overseas, a wholly 
new generation of hard drugs are 
now being made quickly and appar¬ 
ently in large quantities right here 
in Canada, for use at home and for 
export abroad. 

An examination at any Red Deer 
or Didsbury provincial court docket 
these days will invariably show 
numerous drug-related charges, in 
many cases related to hard drugs 
such as methamphetamine. And 
many of those same cases will 
involve robberies, assaults and 
thefts fuelled by the need for those 
very same illegal drugs being manu¬ 
factured in Canada. 

Although the illegal drug trade 
has, of course, been around for 
many, many years, the rise of 
Canada-based manufacturing is a 
worrying new trend, both for law 
enforcement and for society in gen¬ 
eral. 

As always, ordinary rural 
Albertans can play a small but vital 
part in combating this growing dan¬ 
ger of illegal drug manufacturing by 
reporting suspicious activities on 
farms and acreages to police 
through Crime Stoppers or any 
local RCMP detachment.

The victor is the community who can l>est impress the 
visiting crew w ith donations for breast cancer research ;unl 
pink (or supportive) spirit. 

Richmond ;utd S & .1 owner, Sharon Wadel, launched a 
hang-your-bra-on-Main-Street campaign and sold T-shirts 
with the Wild link Yonder logo to get Didsbury in pink¬ 
mode. They thought they’d have a few days to get a move¬ 
ment going. 

“I got a phone call Monday morning saying the Wild link 
Yonder was going to come a day early. I had to call every¬ 
body and let them know about the change. It was very last 
minute," Ritiunond said. 

By the time seven riders and a tractor-pulled wagon rolled 
through town, Wadel had sold $1,000 worth of pink T-shirts 
and hats, $500 of which will go towards the cause. 

Thirty jM-ople giveted the riders at the rodeo grounds and 
handed out burgers, ice tea and watermelon slices. 

“We are really, really hungry," said Courtney Meunier, a 


rider from Bay TYoe, Alta. “What a nice lunch." 

This is Meunicr’s fust time participating in a tick' for 
breast cancer. 

"It's a great cause. I am riding for those who can’t In- 
here," she said. 

She doesn’t know anyone who has had breast cancer 
specifically, but her grandfather battled cancer last year. 
She wants to help find a cure. 

Rusty Hurl, who helped phut the fundraising event, said 
lie has hom'd a lot of inspiring tales about battles with can- 
cer won and lost. 

“Everyone has a pink tag on their saddle saying w ho they 
are riding for and they all have stories to tell. Hearing them 
is a memorable experience," he said. 

The trail ride will finish at the end of the month, but towns 
won’t hoar who gets the country music concert until late 
August.

“We hope the person responsible realizes the 
severity of what he is doing and stops,” 
MacDonald said. 

The resident who oonunitted the flush faux pas 
is not known, although had tie caused a sewage 
backup, the Town of Didsbury would have done 
everything possible to find the culprit and hold 
him responsible. 

“We have thought up some innovative tech¬ 
niques to find this person. We don’t always get 
the person responsible, but we usually do," 
MacDonald said. 

No other alarms have gone off at the lift station 
since Monday, when Morris Meadows residents 
were warned not to put heavy paper in the toilet. 
MacDonald said Didsbury residents are no 
strangers to threats of refuse floods. Two years 
ago, two pumps burned out in Valarosa during the 
peak toilet-use time, 6:30 p.nt. 

“It was less than a foot away from flooding 
every single house in Valarosa. Three trucks 
worked 36 hours straight to fix the problem,” he 
said.
